Ixindon, Oct. 7.— The Allied armies, 
while Germany and Austria-Hungary 
arc clamoring for peace. are pressing 
forward to further victories on all 
fronts. 
The Germans everywhere «re 
being forced to give ground to the A l­ 
lied troops. 
In Belgium the enemy is gradually 
being pushed eastward, and 
in 
an­ 
ticipation of a forced final withdrawal 
is continuing to make ready for that 
eventually by removing his guns and 
otherwise lessening the value of his 
defensive works in the territory ut»on 
and adjacent to the North Sea coast. 
To the south from Arras to the Ver­ 
dun sector the Germans are 
being 
hard pressed by the British, Ameri 
cans. Italians and French forces, and, 
although on numerous sectors they 
still are offering desperate reslatcn« e, 
they seemingly are unabie to do more 
than retard the advance of their foes 
Douai Almost Enveloped. 
iVmai, south of Lens, is almost en­ 
veloped. and Cambral has been further 
endangered through the capture of the 
village of Aubenchoul-Aujc-Bofs, fi-v ,• 
miles to the southeast, where more 
tharr 1,000 Germans were made pris­ 
oner. 
1iard fighting has taken place 
around Montbrohein and Heaurevoir, 
in this immediate vh inity, when the 
Germans ha\e brought up fresh re 
serves in an endeavor to keep Field 
Marshal Haig's men from « utting the 
highly Important St, Quentin-L«

but a step. Both Beaurevoir and Mont 
brehain ate now in British hands. 
W ith the Germans being defeated

Likewise eastward through Charm agne 
to ill»* A r.tonne forest the French and 
Americans have fought their way for 
ward in the titanic struggle, captur­ 
ing numerous villages, 
crossing the 
Alsne canal ami pursuing the onerm 
along entire fronts of the Suippe and 
Arnes rivers, both of which have be* n 
crossed at several points.
